Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded ;— 

An armed escort of Central Industrial Security Force in¬ 
cluding S/Shri R. S. Dahiya, AS1, T, B. Kuki and Karamat 
Khan Constables were accompanying Civil Engineers of 
ONGC, Tripura on 25-11-97 at about 1045 hours for pre¬ 
paration of some'drill site. On the way, the-convey was 
ambushed by about 20 militants who opened fire all of a 
sudden. S/Shri T. B. Kuki and Karamat Khan who were 
travelling in the nrst jeep of the convoy were got injured and 
a civilian driver of the vehicle was killed on the spot as a 
result of the firing by the militants. The vehicle of Shri 
R. S. Dahiya. A. S. I. was also fired upon and the driver of 
the vehicle, two CISF personnel were killed on the spot and 
a Constable was Seriously injured who later succumbed to 
Ids injuries on the wuy to hospital. Unmindful of the 
danger to bis life, Shri R. S. Dahiya, ASI moved to a 
strategic position and gave fire cover to the re naming CISF 
personnel enabling them to move further. At the same time, 
S/Shri K. B. Kuki and Karamat Khan inspite of injuries 
moved further and opened fire on the militants. With the 
limited ammunition, they kept tho militants at bay. During 
exchange of fire, S/Shri K. B. Kuki and Karamat Kban, 
sustained grievous bullet injuries. But with a rare sense of 
determination, they engaged the militants for 30 minutes 
and averted further casuality for loss of arms and ammuni¬ 
tion to the Force. 

ASI, T. B. Kuki 
and Karamat Khan, Constables displayed conspicuous gallan¬ 
try, court## and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 29-4-T997 at about 2145 hrs, a water truck of Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation brought drinking water for residents of the 
Ashoka Garden Colony, Bhopal. While the residents of the 
area were busy in collection of water, some anti-socidl- 
dcmcnls of the area identified as Molld. Suabbir. Mohd. 

Jamil and Pappu turned up at the spot and 
started abusing and beating the helpless ladies who approath- 
cd NK (GD) Raisuddin of 107 RAF Bn for help while he 
was at his residence. NK (GD) Raisuddin immediately' 
rushed to the spot and challenged the anti-social elements 
who frequently indulged in hooliganism and violence against 
local residents. The anti social elements who were equip¬ 
ped with knives, hockey, sticks and lathis did not like the 
intervention and tried to attack NK (GD) Raisuddin. But 
he tackled them without caring for his personal security and 
life, in retaliation for which the armed miscreants attacked 
him and stabbed him grievously in the stomach. But with 
sheer courage he stood and as a result of which the mis¬ 
creants fled which saved the lives of the helpless civilians. 
Some civilians also sustained injuries during this attack by 
these anti-social elements. Shri Raisuddin was evacualcd in 
a critical condition to Hamidia Hospital, Bhoggl and operated 
upon to save his life.

This time it was decided that firing on the extremists 
should be carried out only from one position to give 
impression to them that Ihe men following them were 
not many in number.

of merit, due considration can be given to his preference 
when making appointment. 

N.B. (i) No request for addition/alteration in the pre- 
felences indicated by a canddate in his detailed application 
form will be entertained by the Commission. 

N.B. (ii) The candidates competing for both the 
Services will be adoited io the Services strictly in accord¬ 
ance with their meri. position, preferences exercised by them 
and number of vacancies. 

16. Success in the examination confers no right to ap¬ 
pointment unless ■ Government are satisned after such en¬ 
quiry as may be considered necessary, mat the candidate 
having regard to his character and antecedents is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service (»). 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and tree from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with ihe discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate who af er such physical examinaiion as Govern¬ 
ment or, the appointing authority, as the case may be, may 
prescribe is found not to satisfy these requlremen s, will 
not be appointed.

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APPENDIX III 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 

EXAMINATION OE CANDIDATES 

[These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and to enable them to ascertain the probability 
lof their being of the required physical standard. The regu¬ 
lations are also intended to provide guidelines to the medi¬ 
cal examiners]. 

The Government of India reserve to themselves absolute 
discretion to reject or accept any candidate after consider¬ 
ing the report of the Medical Board, 

1. To be passed as lit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily heajth and free from any 
physical defect like|y to interfere with the efficient perforr ' 
mance of'the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates' of Indian (including Anglo-Tndian) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures ( are considered most suitable as a guide' in the 
examination of the candidates. If there be any dispropor¬ 
tion with regard to height, weight and chest girth the candi¬ 
dates should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of 
the chest taken before the candidate is declared lit or not 
by the board. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured,as follows :— 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the stan¬ 
dard with his feet together and the Weight thrown on the 
^heels and not on the toes or other sides of the feet. He will 
‘stand erect without rigidity and with the heels calve 
buttocks and shoulders touching the standard. The chin will 
be depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under the 
horizontal bar and -the height will be, recorded in centi¬ 
metres and parts of a centimetre to .halves. 

4. The candidate's chest will be measured as follows 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together and 
to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be so 
adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
interior angles of the shoulder blades, behind and lies in 
the same horizontal plane when- the tape is taken round the 
chest The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely by the 
side and care will be taken that the shoulders are not 
thrown upwards or backwards so as to displace the ape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take deep inspira¬ 
tion several times and the maximum expansion of the chest 
will be carefully noted and the minimum and maximum will 
then be recorded in centimeters 84—89, 86—93 etc. In 
recording the measurements, fractions of less than a centi¬ 
metre should not be noted. 

N.B.—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5_. The candidate will also be weighed, and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fraction of half a kilogram should not 

bo noted. 

6- (a) The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accord¬ 
ance with the following rules.
